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Executive Summary

In 2014, the professional, scientific and technical services sector
comprised 3.2 percent of all employment (both public and private
sector) in lowa. Employment in this sector had an average annual
wage of $60,549 for 2014, which was 42.3 percent higher than the
statewide average of $42,536 for all employment. However, when
compared to other states in this region, only South Dakota has a lower
average annual wage of $52,747.

Employment in the professional, scientific and technical services
sector contracted a bit in 2009 and 2010 due to the recession but has
expanded rapidly since then, bounding past its 2008 pre-recession
high as early as 2011. Since 2008, the sector added 5,685 jobs,
growing by 13.2 percent.

The sector is pretty balanced between the genders, but women hold a
small majority of the jobs, accounting for 51.7 percent of employment
in the sector.
